I <ix>u't thank my old doctor for sending 
-, on here. In the month of June, 1868, 
I was taken violently ill with a terrible 
pain at the base of the brain, and a 
chilliness all tho way down the spinal 
column. I then lived in aroomonhoutd 
street, anil had a shop on Kidgeavenue. 
About the middle of -Tune, I took to bod 
and called in Dr. Marker (who died R 
few vein's ago, by the way), and after- 
ward Dr. Cummings, now living, I be- 
lieve, near Camden.
